Justices Visit Asilomar 


United States Supreme Court 
Justice William O. Douglas*addressed 
statewide delegations of high school 
students on civil liberties Saturday, 
February 23, at Asilomar. 

“The Problems of Freedom in a 
New Age,”” was the theme for the 
four day civil liberty conference 
sponsored by the American Friends 
Service Committee at Asilomar. Dele- 
gations of students from throughout 
the state were in assemblage to hear 
Jesse Carter, State Supreme Court 
Justice, Alexander Miller, Professor 
of Religion at Stanford and Douglas. 

FOREIGN AID 

‘Should foreign aid be given to any 
country only to influence the internal 
politics of the recipient?’’ was the 
question posed to Douglas. Douglas 
answered this by stating, ‘’The safest 
course for the United States is to 
back democratic regimes, and to give 
moral, intellectual, spiritual, and 
when possible, financial support to 


those regimes.” 


Panel member Miller; speaking in 
the same vein, urged that words of 


democracy sound hollow to hungry 
people. Many oppressed peoples, 
when faced with the choice of dem- 
ocracy or communism, often choose 
communism because the communists 


Justice William O. Douglas had no 
comment to make when approached 
by an El Yanqui reporter requesting 
him to reclarify his stand on civil 
rights. 

Douglas also had nothing to say 
regarding the Georgia legislature’s 
resolution to impeach six U.S. Su- 
preme Court Justices, one of whom 
is Douglas.

TENTATIVE PLAN 
McEvoy’s plan tentatively calls 
for the following: 


1. Splitting of the 12-member 
council into two groups—one to be 
called the Executive Council, and the 
other to be called the Student Coun- 
cil. 

2. The Executive Council would 
be the administrative branch of the 
student government, while the Stu- 
dent Council would be the legislative 
branch. 

3. Executive Council would con- 
sist of approximately seven members 
—the Student Body President, Vice 
President, Secretary, Commissioner of 
Finance, Commissioner of Publicity, 
Commissioner af Activities, and Com- 
missioner of Properties. 

4. Club presidents would auto- 
matically become members of the 
Student Council, which would also 
include sub-commissioners of Rallies 
and Assemblies, Social Affairs, Pub- 
lications, and Men’s Representatives. 


SPECIAL ELECTION 

If McEvoy’s proposals are looked 
upon with favor by the committee, 
there will be approximately 40 per- 
sons participating actively in student 
government at MPC. 

If the plan is approved by the 
committee, and the student coun- 
cil, it will probably be put up to 
the voters in a special election. Re- 
vision of the MPC constitution must 
be approved by a majority of ASMPC 
members. 


MAJOR REVISIONS 


ASMPC_ President McEvoy had 
this to say about the projected stu- 
dent government revision—’’There 
are two major reasons for student 
government reorganization; one— 
clubs, which are expanding greatly 
their participation in student affairs, 
are inadequately represented; sec- 
ond—there are inefficiencies in the 
transmission of legislation into ac- 
tion.”

GIFT FOR DOUGLAS 

Following the panel discussion, a 
delegation of students from Amador 
County presented Douglas with a 
leather pouch containing ore-bearing 
rocks as a symbol of industry. 

The controversial Justice Douglas 
said, “It is good to be here. My 
father was a Presbyterian minister 
and had his ministry near Paso Ro- 
bles, therefore, | have a very warm 
spot in my heart for this area.’ 

Leading members of the Georgia 
legislature have been urging a reso- 
lution to impeach six S. U. Supreme 
Court Justices, for ‘“high crimes and 
misdemeanors” and for allegedly be- 
ing ‘soft towards communism.”’ The 
resolution proposes to impeach Su- 
preme Court Justices Douglas, War- 
ren, Black, Reed, Frankfurter and 
Clark. This comes, undoubtedly, as 
a result of the civil rights legislation 
pushed by these six Justices in the 
Supreme Court.

Editorial 


David Lawrence in an editorial in the last issue of U.S. News and 
World Report discussed and probably disgusted the three U.S. news- 
-men who journeyed to Red China in spite vf State Department re- 
quests to the contrary. One of his major points is the assurance 
that “it is the right of the press to gather news.” Mr. Lawrence 
questions seriously, however, whether it is always wise, “patriotic 
and “in the public interest” to publish it. 

It is our contention that it is not only “the right of the press 
to gather news,” but that it is also the duty and high public trust. 
These are often two badly confused aspects of American mass com- 
munication: right and duty. 

With this issue, EL YANQUI launches a new publication schedule. 
It is, of course, our intention to publish the best EL YANQUI yet. 
To do this we feel that out position must by necessity be clarified. 

EL YANQUI is often referred to as a “progressive” newspaper. 
If progress means gathering news—all news—under the power given 
us by right AND by duty, then we are progressive. It is neither our 
place nor interest to criticize past editorial policy of EL YANQUI. 
Ours is to strive for improvement and to stress the importance of 
clear, concise reporting published with the “public interest” in mind. 

EL YANQUI reporters are given a blanket assignment to cover 
and report all news or possible news on campus and related to 
Monterey Peninsula College in any way. In addition to this, our re- 
porters cover “beats” to insure the coverage of often obscure news 
items. This, however, does not excuse students, faculty members or 
administrative officials for neglecting to notify EL YANQUI of 
any or all items of news content, whether of news value—as sup- 
pected by them—or not. 

The news value and worthiness is determined in part by space re- 
strictions. EL YANQUI makes a constant effort to give sufficient 
news coverage to all events that merit this attention. Often time, to 
be sure, items may be excluded that certain individuals or groups 
of individuals deem worthy of great coverage. It is not our purpose or 
desire to please—or even try to please—all of the people all of the 
time. In addition to this philosophy it is our definite intention not 
to pandy or submit to any individual or group concerning any EL 
YANQUI policy or practice. 
| Members of the EL YANQUI staff were chosen by the Board 
of Publications after a careful screening of applications. Those 
chosen were given a job to do and a responsibility to meet. We feel 
that we would not have been chosen if this Board had not desired to 
invest this reseponsibility in us. 

The financial situation of any newspaper often tends to influence 
its views and approach. This may be inevitable, but the submission 
to the whims and desires of a financial source simply because it Is a 
financial source is not only inexcusable, but unforgivable. 

EL YANQUI is 22 per cent dependent on its advertisers, 32 per 
cent dependent on the school board, and 46 per cent dependent on 
the student body. This does not influence in any way the opinions 
and viewpoints of the. paper. These policies are determined by the 
Editor and the Editorial Board of the paper. 

One traditional feature of EL YANQUI has always been “Letters 
to the Editor.” Any letter received and signed will be published in 
EL YANQUI if space permits. Names will always be left off if the 
writer so requests. EL YANQUI has a mailbox in the Administrative 
Office and a “Gripe Box” just inside the door of the Student Union. 

In addition to letters, staff members are glad to hear the opinions 


of students and faculty members directly. The doors to the EL © 


YANQUI offices, L-2, are always open. We welcome you.

The President of the United 
States in a speech delivered before a 
national television audience on Feb- 
ruary 12, made a lengthy statement 
supposedly clarifying this country’s 
policies and aims concerning the 
Middle East. He also took an un- 
healthy cut at one of America’s most 
cherished freedoms—freedom of be- 
lief. 
During the course of some vague 
explanation concerning ‘‘moral sanc- 
tions,’ the President. included the 
following words:

We are entitled to ex- 
pect, and do expect, from such peo- 
ples of the free world a contribution 
to world order which unhappily we 
cannot expect from a nation con- 
trolled by atheistic despots.’’ Asso- 
ciated Press headlined ‘this. story 
‘‘Ike Tags Russ as Atheistic Despots.”’ 

Webster’s Collegiate Dictionary 
defines atheism as ‘‘Disbelief in, or 
denial of the existance of a God, or 
Supreme Being.’’ Our Constitution 
guarantees Americans the right to 
believe — or disbelieve —- as we 
choose, and a minority of millions 
deny the existance of God! 

President Eisenhower (more Mad- 
ison Avenuely, “‘Ike’’) finds it neces- 
sary to conduct a campaign for the 
gain of popular approval of his Mid- 
dle East Doctrice. In the tradition of 
American politics, this campaign. ap- 


“peals to prejudice to gain votes. One 


imagines the average television view- 
er grittting his teeth (Grr) as Ike rings 
the Pavolvian gong with “atheistic 
despots.’’ TV viewer knows non- 
churchgoers are immoral, faithless, 
and probably Communists. All right- 
thinking churchgoers are, by defini- 
tion, good liberty-loving, peace-lov- 
ing, faith-loving AMERICANS. 
There is no evidence proving cor- 
relation between religiosity and mor- 
ality—national or personal! 
Remember ‘’There are no atheists in 
Foxholes’’? WWII occasioned the in- 
termittent. beating-up of non-believ- 
ers after the War Department’s wide- 
spread use of this slogan. Now. it’s 
‘Communists are atheists,’” and, by 
inference, vice-versa. Next crisis it 
might be Unitarians or Catholics.

New Draft Policy 
For College Youths 


Accotding to a recent article in 
U.S. News and World Report, col- 
lege students will not be called “into 


the armed forces as long as. they . 


maintain a_ satisfactory academic 
standing. 

Aaron H. Bergen, MPC registrar 
and member of the local draft board 
said, ‘“To date we have had not one 
student who is maintaining satisfac- 
tory grades, taken out of school by 
selective service. A number of stu- 
dents have entered the service ‘Of 
their own free will, however.” 

Bergen further stated, ‘“The re- 
cent article appearing in U.S. News 
and World Report on the draft issue 
was very well written, especially for 
the college youth.’ He felt it was a 
clear analysis of our draft policy. 
“The concept behind it was to plan 
our overall national economy for the 
conservation of manpower and to 
utilize to the greatest extent, our 
educational and technical potentiali- 
ties,’ he said. 

“There is a world-wide conflict 
going on between the different types 
of ideologies. It appears that the ex- 
perts of the United States and Soviet 
Russia are competing with each other 


in the highly skilled training of their, 


youth,’’ Bergin stated. ‘‘The fields 
of science and engineering are es- 
pecially stressed,’’ he said. ‘’The na- 
tion being most successful in mak- 
ing the most rapid advance in the 
technological world will no doubt 
have the greatest military and econo- 
mic potentials, perhaps thereby be- 
coming the leader of the world.” 
The government will call 18,000 
men this year. The majority called 
will be in the 22-year-old group. 
Out of this group, only those who

A Defense Department directive— 
that all youths joining the Army Na- 
tional Guard after April 1 must serve 
six months of active military duty— 
has touched off the second contro- 
versy. This was a direct slap at pres- 
ent methods. 

Under the present conditions, 
Guardsmen drill weekly and for two 
weeks annually. They are paid for 
their time. The Guard is made up of 
405,000 members of Army Guard 
and 65,000 members of the Air 
Guard. | 

National Guard members from the 
Monterey Peninsula are in the 149th 
Tank Battalion, whose headquarters 
is located in Salinas. 

There has been some conjecture 
that the six months active duty rul- 
ing will affect the number of vol- 
unteers. Some have felt they will 
drop. Rich Ifland disagrees. “‘! be- 
lieve that it won’t affect the high 
school volunteers much because they 
have their choice of two years in the 
Army or six months in the Guard. |!

months,”’ he said.
